2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to claims 1 ,14, 16 and 23, the prior art of record fails to anticipate or 
make obvious an apparatus, a computer readable medium and a processor configured 
to encompass all the limitations of the method as recited in claim 1 in U.S. Pat No. 
6,657,980. 

With regard to claims 8 and 15, the prior art of record fails to anticipate or make 
obvious an apparatus and a computer readable medium, comprising: "... calculating a 
priority function of at least a portion of the pool of users; ... scheduling a first set of 
users having pending data transactions from the portion of the pool of users; ... 
receiving the request indicators from the portion of the pool of users; ... updating priority 
functions of the first set of users as the rate request indicators [from the portion of the 
pool of users] divided by a function of the projected throughput and a fairness 
parameter"
